That it appeared farther from the ſaid Deed, that by Agreement ot the Perſons that advanced the 
ſaid Sum of 1250001, a Lottery was to be made and d!awn, that thoſe that dre the Benefit-Ticke's 
were to be the Proprietors of the ſaid Mines; and that ſuch Perſons as drew the Blank - Tickets were 
to have the Profit of the Mines, for the ſecuring the Repayment of ſuch Sums as they had advanced, with
